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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 1/28/05 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Leggie's reference discloses the bus routed from the first socket connector of the 
first card to the second socket connector of the second card which is different from the 
claimed subject matter, whereas the claimed subject matter claimed wherein the bus is 
routed from the first card into the second without entering the second connector. 

As per claims 1-29, applicant's claimed subject matter is deemed allowable over 
the prior art of record as the prior art fails to teach or suggest routing the bus from a 
portion of the first circuit card into a portion of a second circuit card residing within a 
second connector on the motherboard, wherein the bus is routed from the first circuit 
card to the second circuit card without entering the second connector in combination 
with other limitations as recited in independent claims and further in view of the 
specification and applicant's persuasive arguments. 

As per claims 36-65, applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable over the 
prior art of record as the prior art fails to teach or suggest said bus is routed into a first 
connector, into a first circuit card residing within said first connector, out of a portion of 
said first circuit card into a portion of a second circuit card residing within a second 
connector and through said second circuit card , and wherein said bus is routed from 
said first circuit card to said second circuit card without entering said second connector 
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in combination with other limitations as recited in independent claims and further in view 
of the specification and applicant's persuasive arguments. 

As per claims 66-68, applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable over the 
prior art of record as the prior art fails to teach or suggest wherein said bus is routed 
into a first connector, into a first circuit card residing within said first connector, out of a 
portion of said first circuit card into a portion of a second circuit card residing within a 
second connector, through said second circuit card and out of said second connector, 
wherein said bus is routed from said first circuit card into said second circuit card 
without entering said second connector in combination with other limitations as recited 
in independent claims and further in view of the specification and applicant's persuasive 
arguments.
